Tree ordinance passes inspection with reservations

Sierra Madre City Council members passed 
the Tree Ordinance on first reading even though 
members of the ad hoc committee admitted that 
there are holes in the ordinance that they have 
not been able to close. Even in its imperfection, 
it is about as good as can be, the council felt. 

Twenty-three Sierra Madreans, some with 
tree and/or gardening background and some with¬ 


out, have spent many months formulating the or¬ 
dinance, No. 1103, that the council passed on 
first reading Tuesday. 

The ordinance asks for a Tree Preservation 
Commission to be appointed by the council. It 
transfers the responsibility for the maintenance of 
parkway trees to property owners, except, how¬ 
ever, if such maintenance would constitute a

Immediately following that activity is the 
free Haunted House, sponsored by the Sierra 
Madre Civic Club and the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Team. This activity is for 
children ages 12 and under only.

financial or physical hardship on the landowner. 

The ordinance requires that developers of 
unimproved property submit to the Tree Preser¬ 
vation Commission project plans which would in¬ 
dicate the location of all trees. It also asks that 
specifics about the trees be outlined, such as tree 
type and trunk diameter, indication of the trees 
proposed for removal or pruning. 

The ordinance has few limitations on private 
property, however, and addresses the removal or 
alteration of trees located on new development 
and in the public parks and right of way. Mainte¬ 
nance of trees on private property is unaffected 
by this ordinance. 

According to Eph Konigsberg, a well-known 
tree expert who has a considerable orchard in Si¬ 
erra Madre, the ordinance asks for the retention 
of tree experts and arborists. "The preservation 
of large trees is not addressed because we could¬ 
n’t agree so we will have to defer to that later," 
he explained. He also added that private property 
trees are not addressed. 

Lorayne Russman, founder and chair of the 
Arbor Day Association, hopes that Sierra Madre 
can be named a "tree city" after the tree ordi¬ 
nance is adopted. She named several grants that 
are available, several of which she would hope 
that Sierra Madre may obtain. 

Midge Morash reminded the community that 
we are a bird sanctuary and Rick Allor said he 
believes that the ordinance "takes the responsi¬ 
bility and care out of the administration and into 
the hands of the people.' 

Lew Watanabe said he had addressed the or¬ 
dinance in the eyes of a landscape contractor 


since his experiences were in that field. "Many 
tree ordinances become political toys and it s 
difficult for contractors. I believe this is a tree 
ordinance unlike any other tree ordinance. 1 can 
live with this. It is workable. I would like to see 
a commission appointed." 

Konigsberg reiterated that if a property own¬ 
er cuts down trees and refuses to replant, nothing 
can be done. However, he reminded the council, 
the Planning Commission "would soon know 
what was happening." 

There was discussion about whether or not 
the Krafft estate could become a park and Wata¬ 
nabe reminded the community that some of the 
huge oak trees are in bad condition. "One-third 
of the big tree is broken off. No one has cared 
for the tree." He added, "You can’t tell people 
what to do but you can educate them." 

Councilman Gary Adams joked that there 
were two women in the audience who had their 
own informal system of caring for trees: Phyllis 
Chapman had said she would lie down in front of 
a bulldozer that would attempt to remove trees 
and Joylouise Smith said she would allow herself 
to be chained to a tree. 

After that, the council voted to accept Ordi¬ 
nance 1103 on first reading only. 

They put off for one more meeting the muni¬ 
cipal code recodification since there were several 
errors that needed to be cleaned up. City Attor¬ 
ney Charles Martin had told the council, in study 
session, that a statement should be included say¬ 
ing that if there were typos or inconsistencies, 
then the prior ordinance would be followed. 

A public hearing is scheduled for Nov. 9.

replace the funds re¬ 
moved from public 
schools, then at least to 
pay for processing of 
the thousands of private 
school vouchers.

Arnold F. Richter at 80 and 90 E. Montecito 
Ave. was granted a Conditional Use Permit for a 
recreational vehicle rental space which is current¬ 
ly in business. Commissioner Fred Wesley was 
the only dissenting voter. 

Roy Andre Wiseman at 850 Woodland Ave. 
was granted a variance for a front and side yard 
to construct a new single family dwelling, and 
Paul Johnson at 353 Sycamore Place was unani¬ 
mously granted a variance to construct a one-car 
carport. 

In old business, the Planning Commission 
approved the design of a carport that was partial¬ 
ly approved at last month’s meeting. The location 
is 632 Alegria Ave. 

The commission denied unanimously the 
request for a side yard variance and parking 
variance for a lot line adjustment for Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Burns at 385 N. Baldwin Ave. 
Commissioners felt there was no reason to grant 
the variance since there was not enough room on 
the lot. 

In a Conditional Use Permit for 99 West 
Grandview, Mr. and Mrs. John Megerdichian’s 
request failed because the vote was three to three.

Helen was an outstanding lady. She did 
good things, and earned wide recognition for her 
leadership without ever leaving her little home¬ 
town for more than a few days at a time. 

Her husband had been a prominent local 
businessman, but he was long gone. Ditto most 
of her contemporaries. She was now 90, and as 
we country folks would say, “sharp as a tack.” 

A long-time officer of the large women’s 
organization, she was in the forefront of the 
conservation movement before activists invented 
the environment and ecosystems and such. 

She was also a cultured lady - even built a 
much-used little theater on the third floor of her 
home, built in 1919 at a cost of $19,000 - a veri¬ 
table palace. (As I suggested, Papa was success¬ 
ful.) 

Yet, in our language, she was “common as 
an old shoe.” She liked evervone and the feeling 


was mutual. Indeed, it was said that no one ever 
heard her say a “bad word” about anyone. It 
wasn’t politic, just the way she was. 

Now she had a rather normal affliction 
for one of her age. She either fell and broke 
her hip, or vice versa. 

As she sat up in bed, I was reading the local 
newspaper to her, reading a rather long story 
about the latest chapter in the troubled life of 
the town ne'er-do-well. 

I thought 1 might finally find a chink in her 
magnanimity. Could she find something good 
to say about this miserable fellow? 

“Helen, if ever there was a worthless per¬ 
son on this earth, don’t you think this would be 
the one?” 

She hesitated, thoughtfully, then remarked 
with a smile, “He has such a nice wife.” Her 
record was still intact.

James Clavell’s "Gai Jin" has the epic 
sweep and historical breadth of James Mich- 
ener with a touch of Danielle Steele showing 
up in his romantic interludes between key 
characters. Having only read "Shogun," the 
first of his five-part Asian series, "Gai Jin," 
Clavell’s latest, fits in as the third installment 


of this series, and my guess is that it bridges 
Japan’s past with contemporary (World War 
II) history. Would someone who’s familiar 
with the series please enlighten me? 

"Gai Jin" continues the saga of the 
Toranaga dynasty two centuries after "Sho¬ 
gun," and deals with the problem of the in¬ 
festation of foreigners, or "gai jin," who have 
unwelcomingly invaded the land of the rising 
sun after Admiral Perry forced Japan to open 
her shores. Neatly balancing two separate 
stories, each vast enough to be novels of their 
own, Clavell tells the tale of a group of Eur¬ 
opean merchants who bring trade to (and 
more importantly, from) Japan, as well as the 
continuing warring saga of the Toranagas. 
Clavell deftly weaves their stories together 
into this great epic as the cultures fiercely 
clash, but, inevitably, must intermingle. If 
you go in for this type of reading, block out 
your schedule (or maybe next summer) and 
take on all five.

Since 
human nature has not 
changed through the 
centuries, the real ques¬ 
tion for us is, will we 
submit our own lives to 
His rule today?

The topic for Pastor 
Barney’s message was 
"Have a Heart." Inter¬ 
esting title but so appli¬ 
cable and relevant when 
we realize that the 
subject for Barney’s 
message was Jesus 
Christ. Jesus’ ministry 
was motivated by a 
heart of compassion. 
Pastor pointed out that 
this compassion was not 
just a casual or benign 
empathy. The Greek 
word for compassion 
means the deepest of 
feelings of compassion 
that arises from one’s 
bowels. Matthew 9:36 
says, "When He saw the 
crowd. He had compas¬ 
sion (this deepest of 
feelings that we have 
just spoken about) on 
them, because they were 
harassed and helpless, 
like sheep without a 
shepherd." Jesus under¬ 
stood that these were 
basically the types of 
people who are most 
receptive to Him and 
the Gospel. Jesus at¬ 


tracted people who were 
sinners and who needed 
Him. Luke 5:31,32 tells 
us, "Jesus answered 
'them. (It is not the 
healthy who need a 
doctor, but the sick. I 
have not come to call 
the righteous, but sinner 
to repentance. " 

If every church took 
this to heart then we 
would be less critical of 
those who attended and 
more receptive to those 
who need the Gospel. If 
we were less concerned 
about our order of 
service and whether it 
was "traditional," and 
what we were used to, 
and more concerned 
about whether our 
service was communi¬ 
cating the Gospel to 
those who didn’t know 
Christ as Savior. If all 
the churches had this 
kind of divine vision 
then we would have 
saved the world a tong 
time ago. The great 
commission of Christ 
would have been ful¬ 
filled ages ago.

the church door. The 
next day was a high 
feast day. All Saints’ 
Day, and many of the 
town’s people saw the 
list. Basically, it called 
for reforms in the teach¬ 
ings and practices of the 
church, many of which 
had been twisted and 
perverted at that time. 
That little spark ignited 
a worldwide change in 
the western Christianity 
that resulted in the 
denominations that are 
present in our society 
today. 

The Lutheran Church 
of the late 20th century 
still holds to the basic 
tenets of the early re¬ 
formers; namely, that 
eternal salvation is 
entirely the result of 
God’s loving action in 
Jesus Christ, and that 
this salvation is person¬ 
alized entirely through 
faith or trust in Jesus as 
one’s personal Savior 
from sin, and that the 
basis for the knowledge 
of God is found entirely 
in the Bible.

The Monrovia-Duarte 
PTA Council stands 
firm in its commitment 
to all our communities’ 
children and our public 
schools. We know that 
our children are receiv¬ 
ing a comprehensive 
education, delivered by 
dedicated teachers and 
support staff. Improve¬ 
ments have clearly been 
made in test scores, 
dropout rates, curricu¬ 
lum, instruction and 
graduation rates.

Cathy would rather not have them in 
commercials much and only agreed to the com¬ 
mercial under duress, she explained. All the 
mothers say they worry a lot about kidnapping. 
When they are in large groups, the children are 
not held by any strangers. All say they are very 
careful at all times. 

All of the families are very religious with 
three of them being Catholics and one family, the 
Berrys, being born again Christians. 

Would they do it again? Of course. Would 
they like to have more children? Absolutely. 

And with the little ones tumbling and climb¬ 
ing and laughing and crying around us, we can 
understand quickly what it means to be parents of 
multiple births: a bit of wonderful cbaos that is 
worth all of the stress or discomfort. All four 
women’s faces show a secret knowledge that they 
alone have, as mothers of multiple births, pure 
ecstasy.

Replete with spirits, 
monsters and magic, 
"The Tempest" is also 
full of the memorable 
characters and lines that 
have become a part of 
the English-speaking 
heritage—"We are such 
stuff as dreams are 
made on," "Oh, brave 
new world that has such 
people in it," and many 
more. It is Shakes¬ 
peare’s last play, and 
some people feel he 
bids farewell to his 
life’s work as Prospero 
breaks his magic staff 
and speaks of "this 
insubstantial pageant 
faded, leaving not a 
rack behind." 

Prospero, the schol¬ 
arly Duke of Milan, has 
been ousted by his evil 
brother, Antonio, and 
cast ashore on an en¬ 
chanted island with his 
toddler daughter, Mir¬ 
anda, who grows up 
with no other company 
than the magical spirit 
Ariel and the primitive 
monster Caliban. Since 
bookishness carried an 
aura ot dangerous pow¬ 


er in Shakespeare’s 
time, Prospero himself 
is a magician of no 
mean talent and has 
bound Ariel to his 
service and kept Caliban 
under control. He ar¬ 
ranges a shipwreck 
which brings the King 
of Naples and his hand¬ 
some son, together with 
their courtiers and ser¬ 
vants, to the island, as 
well as the villainous 
Antonio. 

This is a proper fairy 
tale with young love, 
slapstick humor, de¬ 
served retribution, char¬ 
itable philosophy and 
happily ever after. Right 
in the middle of it is the 
kind of masque with 
goddesses and nymphs 
which the Elizabethans 
loved, which leads 
authorities to believe 
that it was written to 
celebrate a nobel wed¬ 
ding. 

"A Noise..." has set it 
in semi-modern dress 
and a minimal set, but 
suggested elaborate 
effects in imaginative 
ways.
